working at this difficult task for 10 years among the 


- Spanish-speaking Indians of that Latin American coun- 


try...and it is this same self-help policy that Andersen is 
trying to pass on to others who enter Guatemala to bat- 
tle poverty and ignorance. 

“The idea behind helping these people is teaching 
and training them on ways to improve their lifestyle and 
then letting the people take care of themselves without 
outside help,” Andersen said as he sat on the couch in 
his father’s modest brick home in east Provo. “This is 
the most important part of my work in Guatemala — 
making and helping the Indian people realize they are 
capable of taking care of themselves.” 

Andersen explained how he became interested in 
volunteer work with people in Guatemala. He served a 
mission in Central America and developed a love for the 
Latin American people. Then he decided to marry a 
Latin American girl, Marie Bernard, also a BYU 
alumnus. 

“We couldn’t have done anything in Guatemala 
without Marie,” Andersen said. “I don’t know of any 
other woman in the world who would have been willing 
to put up with so much...she’s had Indian children die in 
her arms, and we even lost our own little daughter, 
Michelle, down there.” 

After their marriage, Cordell and his wife moved to 
Guatemala to learn more about the Latin American peo- 
ple. They felt the move would help make their marriage 
even more successful. 

At the same time, January 1958, the late Hugh B. 
Brown, a member of the LDS Council of the Twelve, 
prophesied great things would happen concerning the 
development of the Indian people of Guatemala. He 
predicted many missionaries who had served there 
would go back to help in the work. 

This and a dream Andersen had were the reasons he 
felt it was neccessary to return to Guatemala. 

The dream, he added, involved flying over Guatemala 
in a small plane and visiting many small well-developed 
Indian communities where the inhabitants lived in 
clean, healthy homes, all of which had developed out of 
the profits of agri-industrial business enterprises.

exploratory trips through Guatemala and had already 
moved with his family to a plantation in Central 
Guatemala, which he later named “Valparaiso, mean- 
ing “Paradise Valley.” “It was in this unsanitary and 
unhealthy area that I began rebuilding and educating 
the people,” Andersen said. 

“At that time in Valparaiso, there was no school, 50 
percent of the children died at an early age and many of 
the 200 people living there suffered from malnutrition 
and intestinal diseases. On the whole, about eight out of 
200 people died each year,” he said. 

At first, managing in such an environment was dif- 
ficult and unpleasant for his family, Andersen said, 
because of the poor living conditions. 

“For the first three years, I was not able to help the In- 
dian people as much as I would have liked to, because 
my family and I were having a hard time ourselves try- 
ing to survive,” Andersen said. “The house we lived in 
was formerly used as a barn for some of the animals kept 
at the plantation and had no toilet facilities. In fact, 
feed production and pigs had been kept for a period of 
time in the living room.” 

Asked why he lived in such conditions, Andersen said 
he felt it was necessary to live close to the people and o 
their level in order to better relate with them and to 
make himself more accessable. “I feel this type of living 
condition helped my personal relationship with the peo- 
ple I worked with and aided with my contribution to the 
delevelopment of their community,” Andersen said. 

“After other members of the community improved 
their homes and living conditions we did also and now 
we are building a large A-frame type house with running 
water and electricity much like those being built for 


other families in the community, only a little larger.” 
_ Andersen is building a larger home to accommodate 
and take care of Indian orphans, along with his family. 
Andersen expects that upon his return about 20 orphans 
may share his home with his family of eight. 
Valparaiso now is a successful rural Guatemalan.com- 
munity, self-sufficient, led by the Indian people living 
there. Many families live in new, low-budget contem- 
porary homes and the children attend school annually. 
The death rate has been reduced to zero in the past six

they needed a new play 
quick, and I was given the 
assignment. I opened up 
my Holinshed—” 
_MM: -‘‘A book of 
English history.” 
Shakespeare: “Right — 
and dashed off Henry VI 
part one. I wrote it, helped 
direct it, and acted in it — 
and it was a success. I was 
amazed. So I kept on 
writing plays, on the 
average of two a year from 
then on. I was paid 10 to 
20 pounds a play — 30 to 
50 dollars American 
money. I wish all my 
future royalties could 
have been added to that. 
But I made my money 
chiefly through acting and 
through being a 
shareholder in the Lord 
Chamberlain’s Company 
at the Globe Theater.” 


‘MM: ‘The 1590’s were 


eventful for you. You 


wrote some of your most 
popular plays — Romeo 
and Juliet and Midsum- 
mer Night’s Dream — and 
became without question 
the most popular 
dramatist of your day. 
Your rival Robert Greene 
called you an “‘upstart 
crow.” And the sonnets 
were published. Critics 
have wondered for cen- 
turies who the dark lady of 
the sonnets was.” 


Shakespeare: “I made 
her up. I needed to write 
some sonnets and a dark 
lady sounded romantic.” 

MM: “You. mean there 
was no love triangle bet- 
ween you, your patron 
Southampton and the 
dark lady? ” 

Shakespeare: ‘Only in 
the minds of my critics 
and biographers.” 

MM: When did you 
meet Ben Jonson, the 
other great playwright of 
your day?” 


Shakespeare: “In ’97 or 
’98. I was 33 or so, the suc- 
cessful theater man, and 
Ben was 25, the aspiring 
playwright trying to get a 
foothold somewhere. He 
kept trying to get me to 
read his plays, in his 
characteristically obnox- 
ious way, and I finally 
read one, ‘Every Man in 
His Humour.’ I thought it 
had possibilities, but my 
fellow actors didn’t want 


to put it on, I finally con- 
vinced them to give it a 
try. We learned it, I acted 
a prominent part in it, it 
was a success, and Ben’s 
career started. Ben joined 
the company and we were 
friendly from then on, 
even in our rivalry. Now 
Ben would be someone 
worth interviewing. He 
went to war, fought duels, 
was always in the middle 
of controversy. I lived the 
boring — life -of a 
businessman, mostly. 
Went home to my family 
during the off-seasons.”’ 

MM: “But what about 
the Essex rebellion and 
Richard II? 


Shakespeare: ‘“‘That 
was a little scary, I have to 
admit. In 1601 Essex was 
sent to conquer Ireland 
and failed. He disobeyed 
the queen by returning to 
England, and was_ tried 
and disgraced. Unfor- 
tunately he wasn’t locked 
up. So he decided to cook 
up a rebellion, dethrone 
Elizabeth, and become 
king himself. 
Southampton, my former 
patron, was his best 
friend, by the way. So 
Southampton and some of 
his friends got together 
and decided that it might 
be a nice idea to have my 
Richard II staged in a 
private performance to 
psych up the plotters 
before the takeover. The 
play portrays the forcible 
dethroning of a weak king. 
It also tells of his execu- 
tion. Essex and his 
followers thought the 
Queen might get the 
message.” 


MM: “Queen Elizabeth 
once said, ‘I am Richard 
Il,’ didn’t she?” 

Shakespeare: ‘““Yes. So 
the plotters came to us 
with a deal. A hundred 
pounds for one perfor- 
mance of Richard II. A 
hundred. That was as 
much as we made in two 
whole months of normal 
work. 


“We looked at the offer 
and we were dubious. We 
knew we were playin 
with fire. But a hundre 
pounds was worth a hun- 


dred pounds, and we

Wilson pass record 


angers Ute coaches

the BYU-Utah rivalry will grow into a greater 
hatred. 

Howard, whose Utes succumbed to BYU’s offen- 
sive explosion late in the fourth quarter, said “The 
hatred between Utah and BYU is going to continue. 
rm going to make a crusade out of it and will fer- 
ment. it.’ 

Howard was incensed that the BYU coaching staff 
allowed quarterback Marc Wilson to re-enter the 
game with a minute left and set an all time NCAA 
passing record plus an eight yard TD bullet to wide 
receiver John VanDerWouden. 

Wilson broke a five year old record previously held 
by Tony Adams of Utah State for most passing yards 
in one game. The old record was 561. Wilson com- 
pleted 26 of 41 passes for 571 yards and five 


touchdowns. 

It wasn’t the first time Howard has accused Oppe: 
nents of running up the score and pouring it on. But 
it was the first time this year BYU's LaVell Edwards 
has taken the opportunity for one of his players to 
snatch a record which was within range. Wilson was 
sent back into the lineup needing only six yards to 
break the mark. In a few seconds he had it. 


TV sportscaster comments 


While some Utah officials were upset at the 
manueuver, outsider Bill Orwig, KTVX< sports direc- 
tor, thought it was great. “When a guy is that close, 
why not give him “the opportunity? If Utah didn’t 
want him to pass for that many yards they should 
have stopped him defensively instead of complain- 
ing,” said Orwig. 

Coach Howard promised “In two years Utah will 
drill BYU, but we won’t run up the score. Before I 
say anything about Wilson, I'll have to see him 
against a team that provides a great pass rush. He 
had all the time in the world to throw. He may be a 
great quarterback, but we'll have to wait and see.” 

But while Howard blew off some steam, he also 
had high praise for BYU defensive tackle Mekeli 
Ieremia, who played once again with a tightly bound 
shoulder harness. “Jeremia is a sensational player 
and a class gentleman,” said the Ute Coach. 

He praised BYU’s receivers saying, “they rubbed 
it into our noses.” : 

Coach Edwards said the game was very emotional, 
claiming the Cougars had their troubles in the third 
quarter. “Overall, ?’m satisfied with the perfor- 

-mance. I hate to single out any particular person, 
because I thought a lot of people played well.” 


Utah played tough 


Utah played an admirable game, holding the 
Cougars on several occasions and stinging the BYU 
defense with quick draw plays up the middle. The 
Utes mustered a respectable 303 yards, but were un- 
able to break the long pass play, which has been 
their bread-and-butter gainer all year long. 

The Cougars had their best offensive output of the 
season, despite the fact that numerous penalties and 
a conservative game-plan caused some sloppiness 
and frustrations. 

Forget the fact that fullback Todd Christensen 
can’t keep his socks pulled up. He moves bodies 
around while blocking and is a clutch receiver. 
Christensen, who has been injured for two weeks, 
caught three passes for 91 yards and one TD and 
rushed for 33 additional yards. 

But the catch belonging on the magazine cover 
was that of wide receiver Mike Chronister late in the 
fourth quarter. Chronister ran his route and was 
curling back in front of the Utah bench when Wilson 
threw a screamer wide and over Chronister’s head. 
He dove for the ball, making a spectacular reception 
as he crashed to the turf. Utah’s Coach Howard said 
“Chronister’s catch in front of our bench was the 
best I’ve ever seen.” : 

VanDerWouden had six catches for 61 yards and 
two TD’s and Tod Thompson also snagged six for 
132 yards and one touchdown. Chronister had four 
for 176 yards and one score, but averaged nearly 44 
yards per catch. Gourley also had four, while Harris 
had three. Scott Phillips and Bill Ring had one each. 

BYU’s defensive unit limited the Utes to 129 yards 
passing and 199 yards on the ground.

“Tt was a freak thing,” Allen, who was piloting the 
craft, explained.

He said the balloon was “totalled” and estimated 
damages to be about $5,000.

“T had a lot of good things going and have built up 
a good reputation,” Allen lamented.

Although each of the 14 
‘Utah resorts has a per- 
sonality all its own, each 
boasts epee variety to 

appeal to either the begin- 
ner or to the most accom- 
plished schusser. 

Ski promoters promise 
ene advantages to the 
Utah ski participant: 

—Utah is the only state 
where a major city and 


airport (Salt Lake City) 
are just 30 miles away 
from six major ski resorts 
and within 60 miles of 10 
resorts. 

—Six major resorts 
have their own charac- 
teristics and terrain and 
offer enough variety to 
satisfy every type of skier. 

—Utah skiing allows 
you to stay at one moun- 
tain and within an hour’s 
drive ski five others. The 
skier can stay in 
downtown Salt Lake City 
and ski six different 
resorts in six days. 

_—Utah can adequately 
accommodate nonskiers, 
allowing a husband to 
leave his wife and 
children downtown to 
shop and visit tourist 
spots, while he skis at any 
one of anumber of resorts.

Ski promotions 


The promotion of ski 
tourism in Utah hasn’t 
always brought results 
geared toward the best in- 
terests of the state. In 


years prior to the 1976-77 


ski season, as many as 10 
Utah ski resorts, reserva- 
tion offices, hotels, visitor 
bureaus and other organ- 
izations had been in- 
volved in spending money 
promoting and adverti- 
sing Utah ski destina- 
tions. 

Michael D. Gallivan, 
former Utah Travel Coun- 
cil director, said the re- 
sulting duplication was 
wasteful, lacked impact 
and divided the industry. 


“Many ski resorts picked 


the most obvious adver- 


tising markets and publi-- 


cations and left other 
growth market areas un- 


touched. For example, a 


September 1975 issue of 
one of the major national 
ski publications carried 
five different Utah area 
advertisements — all 
basically with the same 
message. No single 
marketing department 
knew who was doing 
what, where and when. 
Gallivan said that in an 
effort to resolve this, take 
advantage of available 
money and speak with one 
voice for the Utah in- 
dustry, the Utah Ski Con- 
solidation Committee was 
organized in 1975. 
“Contributions were 
solicited from all resorts, 
retail stores, hotels and 
everyone else with a 
history of spending money 
in Utah ski promotion,” 
he said. ‘The Utah Travel 
Council, which is the 
state travel promotion of- 
fice, matched dollar-for- 
dollar all contributions.” 
- The committee, chaired 
by the Travel Council 
director and including re- 
presentatives from Utah 
ski resorts and rélated ski 
industry businesses, 
makes all decisions re- 
garding general Utah ski

The other resorts also 
show a distrust of weather 
forecasts and have also 
prepared for another 
minimal snow year. Runs 
were groomed shorter 
than previous years and 
one resort is even using a 
snowmaking machine. 

Badami said Park City 
is using its snowmaking 
machine to bolster the 
snow on the bottom of the 
mountain. ‘‘With the 
snow machine, we can 
start ski schools and 
beginner areas earlier 
than usual. It’s a good 
thing to do in any 
season.” 

Badami pointed out 
that his snowmaking 
machine does not use the 
public water supply but 
uses water from mines, 
which amounts to 250,000 
gallons per hour. “The 
water is used by farmers 


for irrigation in the sum-. 


mer, he added. 
Another bad snow year 


won’t hurt the ski resorts 
as much as it will the peo- 
ple in the Valley, Badami 
said. ‘People say, ‘I don’t 
ski so a bad snow year 
doesn’t matter to me.’ 
That’s not right. All the 
people in Utah will suffer 
if we don’t get the water 
we need.” 


Prepare for worst 


‘““‘We’re completely 
prepared for another bad 
year,” he said. “If we get 
it, it will hurt us, but it 
won’t kill us. We’ll be 
here next year.”

Badami said last year’s 
losses haven’t hurt Park 
City as much as some peo- 
ple think.

_ Profits 

Montgomery said 
Snowbird will have its 
first profitable fiscal year 
if Utah has a normal snow 
year. The fiscal year star- 
ted June 1 of this year, 
and Montgomery said 
Snowbird’s summer 
program has already 
made a profit. 

“Most ski resorts make 
a profit in the winter,” he 
said, “‘but the summer 
absorbs those profits.” 
Additional grooming has 
also been done, he added. 

Morton said Alta has 
undergone extensive 
grooming this past sum- 
mer. “We’re not exactly a

City,” he said. 

A snow machine will 
not be used at Alta for 
several reasons, Morton 
said. First, ““We’ve only 
had one year in 42 that 
we've needed it,’ and 
second, ““There is a water 
problem here to boot.”
